I  have  the  honour  to  submit  an  annual  report  for  the  year  1960# 
This  has  been  propared  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  laid  down  in 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/61  and  it  contains  tho  information  requested 
in  the  Public  Hoolth  Officors  Regulations,  1959# 

Tho  vital  statistics  for  tho  yoar  were  satisfactory,  the  birth 
rate  being  slightly  higher  than  in  1959  and  the  death  rato  falling  to  8# 6 
per  1,000  population#  Tho  doath  rate  was,  in  fact,  tho  lowest  but  ono 
among  all  districts  in  Stirroy*  There  wero  no  coses  of  typhoid  or 
paratyphoid  fover,  of  poliomyelitis  or  of  diphthoria,  and  thoro  wore 
considerable  falls  in  tho  number  of  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  and 
moaslos# 


Progress  has  boon  mado  in  tho  negotiations  with  tho  South  West 
Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  tho  various  local  authorities 
interested  in  tho  provision  of  improved  mortuary  and  pcst-mortom  room 
accommodati  on# 

Work  has  commenced  on  tho  erection  of  a  crematorium  in  Randalls 
Park  on  land  in  tho  ownership  of  tho  Wimbledon  Corporation  and  it  is 
oxpcctod  to  bo  in  uso  by  mid~ycnr  1961#  Cromation  is  rogarded  by  public 
hoalth  authorities  as  tho  method  of  choice  in  disposing  of  tho  dead#  In 
most  parts  of  tho  oountry  thoro  has  boon  a  steady  growth  in  tho  numbor  of 
cromations  carried  out  each  yoar  and  tho  accessibility  of  tho  now 
crematorium  should  accolorato  this  trend  in  this  locality# 

Tho  roport  of  the  Chief  Public  Hoalth  Inspector,  Mr#  W#J*  Whiting, 
indicates  tho  widespread  naturo  of  tho  duties  which  have  boon  performed  by 
him  and  his  staff# 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  romind  tho  Council  of  tho  conscientious 
sorvico  which  has  been  given  by  all  members  of  tho  Public  Health  Dopartnont, 
including  those  who  work  in  my  offico  at  Epsom#  I  wish  to  acknowlodgo

DEATHS 

The  deaths  assigned  to  tho  area  numbored  296,  giving  a  crudo 
death  rate  of  8*3  per  1,000  of  tho  estimated  population*  The  total 
included  156  males  and  140  females*  In  1959  tho  death  rato  was  8.8, 

A  comparability  factor  (1*03)  has  been  provided  by  tho 
Registrar  General  which  may  bo  applied  to  the  crude  death  rato  for  use 
in  comparing  the  local  death  rate  with  those  of  owner  areas©  The 
factor  makes  allowance  for  tho  differing  age  and  s  cor.  c!  is tni button  of 
local  populations*  Application  of  tho  factor  gives  a  starda..'i  Lsed 

death  rate  of  8*6,  The  death  rato  for  England  and  Wales  was  11,5* 

Approximately  54$  of  deaths  took  place  in  hospitals. 

Causes  of  Poath 

The  causes  of  death  aro  classified  in  Table  III. 

Diseases  of  heart  and  vascular  system  (catcgor5.cs  17-21  in 
Table  II)  caused  152  deaths,  and  nonr-tuborcular  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system  (categories  23-25)  resulted  in  3.9  deaths.  Malignant 
disease  (categories  10-14.)  was  responsible  for  71  deaths,  of  which  tho 
primary  site  was  in  tho  lungs  or  bronchus  in  13  males  and  6  femalos. 

Accidents 

Five  residents  died  as  the  result  of  road  accidents,  four  of 
which  occurred  locali.y*  Ono  of  the  deceased  was  an  elderly  pedostrian 
who  was  knocked  down  by  a  motor  cars  one  was  a  cyclist  in  collision 
with  a  motor  bus  and  throe  wore  occupants  of  motor  cars  involved  in 
accidents* 

Other  Accidontal ^Deaths 

Other  typos  of  accidents  caused  sovon  deaths.  Throe  elderly 
pooplo  died  as  a  result  of  complications  following  injuries  causod  by 
falls*  ono  death  resulted  from  a  fall  from  a  train,  ono  from  drowning, 
ono  from  an  overdose  of  a  sodat.ivo  and  ono  in  tho  courso  of  a  surgical 
operation.

Suicide 

Five  persons  terminated  their  lives  by  suicide.  An  ovordoso 
of  sodativo  tablots  was  used  in  ono  case,  asphyxiation  by  hanging  in 
two  cases,  coal  gas  poisoning  in  one  and  haemorrhage  from  a  throat 
incision  in  one=, 

Infant  Mortality 

Deaths  cf  children  under  1  year  of  age  numbered  5,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rato  of  9*4  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  21.7 
for  England  and  Wales.  All  tho  deaths  occurred  within  4  weeks  of  birth, 
and  in  fact  all  occurrod  within  tho  first  sovon  days  of  life. 

In  Tablo  II  tho  infant  mortality  rates  for  tho  years  1931 
onwards  are  set  out.  These  figures  demonstrate  tho  remarkable  fall 
which  has  occurred  in  both  tho  national  and  tho  local  rates.  If, 
howovor,  tho  doaths  of  infants  undor  1  week  of  ago  are  considered,  tho 
fall  is  much  loss  narked  and  unless  moans  are  found  to  provont  doaths  in 
this  group  tho  reduction  in  the  infant  mortality  rato  is  not  likely  to 
continue  much  bo low  its  present  lovol.  To  focus  attontion  on  tho 
problems  presented  by  still  births  and  deaths  in  infants  undor  1  wook  of 
ago,  othorwiso  mortality  in  the  perinatal  period,  tho  two  figuros  aro 
added  togcthor  and  usod  to  calculate  tho  perinatal  mortality  rate  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births.  In  i960  tho  rato  was  29.4.  Whon,  from 
research,  moro  is  known  of  tho  causes  of  still  births,  of  pronaturity 
and  of  oongenital  dofoctfl,  it  will  bo  possible  to  consider  what  furthor 
ncasuros  can  bo  taken  to  roduco  thoir  incidence. 

Of  tho  fivo  infant  deaths  which  occurrod,  four  were  duo  to 
pronaturity  and  ono  to  infanticide0 

Maternal  .Mortality 

Thoro  was  no  doath  attributablo  to  natornal  causos.  Tho 
maternal  mortality  rato  in  I960  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.39  per 
1,000  total  livo  and  still  births. 


POPULATION 

Tho  natural  incroaso  of  population  by  tho  oxcoss  of  births 
over  deaths  was  233.  Tho  Registrar  General* s  estimate  of  population 
for  mid-year  i960  was  35,570,  giving  an  incroaso  of  940  on  the  previous 
yoar.  Tho  difforonco  between  thoso  figuros  confirms  the  extent  of 
tho  immigration  into  tho  district  which  has  takon  place  in  tho  past 
twelve  months. 

The  total  estimated  incroaso  in  population  since  tho  Census 
in  1951  is  now  8,364*

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2.  GENERAL  .rcCTO ION ,  0? .  FOR  THE  AREA 

HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 

Tho  Loatherhoad  Hospital  is  staffed  by  the  general 
practitioners  of  the  district,  who  have  the  benefit  of  a  consultant 
staff,  when  required*  It  is  a  general  hospital  with  a  bod  complement 
of  55,  an  out-patient  department  and  physiotherapy  and  X-ray  depart¬ 
ments. 


The  Epson  District  Hospital  and  the  Dorking  General  Hospital 
also  provide  general  hospital  facilities,  and  accommodation  for 
maternity  cases* 

Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  fur  infectious  diseases 
nay  be  adnittod  to  one  of  a  number  of  hospitals,  nono  of  which  is 
situated  in  tho  district* 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


A  laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Servico  is 
maintained  by  tho  Medical  Research  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  at  West  Hill  House,  Epsom,  whore  a  comprehensive  scries 
of  investigations  is  at  tho  disposal  of  medical  practitioners. 

The  staff  of  tho  laboratory  also  examine  and  report  on  the 
bacteriological  conditions  of  samples  of  milk,  food  and  water  taken 
by  tho  local  authorities1  Public  Health  Departments,  In  tho  courso 
of  the  year  14  samples  of  water,  98  of  milk  and  16  of  ice-cream  taken 
in  this  district  were  examined.  The  results  cf  the  examinations  on 
water  are  summarised  in  a  later  section  of  this  report,  and  thoso 
relating  to  milk  and  ice-cream  are  dealt  with  in  tho  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  report. 

There  is  also  a  bacteriological  and  pathological  department 
at  tho  Epson  District  Hospital,  primarily  intended  to  deal  with  tho 
work  of  tho  hospitals  in  the  group. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


The  public  ambulance  service  is  under  the  control  of  tho 
Surrey  County  Council,  who  have  given  the  following  information 
regarding  the  use  of  the  sorvice. 

The  main  ambulance  station  for  tho  area  is  the  Snallfields 
section  of  tho  Rcdhill  County  Hospital  (telephone  No,  Snallfields  271) 
with  a  sub-station  at  the  Mansion,  Church  Street,  Loatherhoad, 

In  cases  of  accidents  in  the  home  or  elsewhere  or  in  sudden 
illness  in  the  street  or  public  places,  any  responsible  person  nay  call 
the  ambulance  to  remove  the  patient  (if  by  telephone,  use  the  local 
Emergency  Galling  System),  Normal  maternity  cases  are  removed  if  the 
applicant  can  give  evidence  that  a  maternity  bed  has  been  booked. 
Maternity  cases  with  serious  complications,  or  whore  birth  is  imminent, 
are  not  normally  removed  without  the  authority  of  a  doctor  or  certified 
midwife. 


The  removals  of  other  cases  of  illness  or  accident  arc 
arranged  by  the  hospital  concerned,  or  by  the  medical  practitioner  in 
charge  of  the  patient.  For  private  removals  a  written  request, 
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accompanied  by  a  doctor^  certificate,  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  for  his  consideration.  Provided  that  these  requirements 
are  fulfilled  no  charge  will  be  made  to  users* 


MORTUARY  FACILITIES 

A  mortuary  is  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Council  in  Emlyn  Lane, 
Leatherhead,  It  is  equipped  with  a  refrigeration  chamber  which  can 
accommodate  three  bodies.  Facilities  have  been  granted  to  the  Dorking 
Urban  District  and  the  Dorking  and  Horley  Rural  District  Councils  to  use 
the  mortuary  on  a  mutually  satisfactory  financial  basis. 

Eighty-one  bodies  were  removed  to  the  mortuary  during  the  year, 
including  forty— two  from  the  Dorking  Urban  District,  eleven  from  the 
Dorking  and  Horley  Rural  District  and  six  from  the  Guildford  Rural 
District#  In  addition,  twenty-one  bodies  which  would  normally  have  been 
admitted  to  the  Leatherhead  Mortuary,  were  transferred  to  the  mortuary 
maintained  by  the  Epscm  Borough  Council,  Of  these,  eight  were  from  the 
Leatherhead  Urban  District,  ten  from  the  Dorking  Urban  District,  two  from 
the  Dorking  and  Horley  Rural  District  and  one  from  the  Guildford  Rural 
District, 


The  Council  has  recognised  that  the  mortuary  falls  short  of 
present  day  requirements,  and  has  decided  that  the  most  satisfactory  way 
for  tho  problem  to  be  approached  would  be  by  a  scheme  for  the  controlis ac¬ 
tion  of  public  mortuary  and  post-mortem  services  at  the  Epsom  District 
Hospital  in  conjunction  with  neighbouring  local  authorities  and  tho 
Regional  Hospital  Board, 

In  addition  to  Leatherhead  two  of  tho  local  authorities  concerned 
maintain  mortuaries,  those  being  tho  Borough  of  Epsom  and  Ewell  and  the 
Urban  District  of  Esher*  Both  those  authorities  have  expressed  a  desire 
to  replace  their  existing  mortuaries.  Other  local  authorities  which  do 
not  maintain  mortuaries  but  are  interested  in  tho  scheme  are  tho  Banstcad 
^rban  and  Dorking  Urban  Districts  and  the  Dorking  and  Horley  Rural  District, 
Tho  approach  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  a  sito  in  tho  grounds  of 
Epsom  District  Hospital  has  mot  with  a  favourable  reception,  there  being  a 
need  also  on  tho  part  of  the  hospital  for  a  new  mortuary.  The  new  mortuary 
will  bo  administered  by  the  hospital  authority,  tho  capital  cost  and 
working  expenses  being  shared  on  an  equal  basis.  It  will  accommodate 
bodies  from  tho  hospital  wards  and  from  the  areas  of  the  six  local  authori¬ 
ties  concerned,  and  it  is  estimated  that  five  to  six  hundred  post-mortem 
examinations  will  be  made  yearly. 

The  advantages  of  this  schome  are  that  it  will  permit  the  planning 
and  equipment  of  a  building  in  a  manner  which  would  be  beyond  the  scope  of 
a  local  authority  acting  singly:  it  will  place  the  facilities  offered  by 

the  Epsom  Group  Pathology  Laboratory  at  the  immediate  disposal  of  tho 
pathologists  carrying  out  post-mortem  examinations.  It  should  improve  the 
position  with  regard  to  tho  recruitment,  training  and  retention  of  mortuary 
attendants  and  post-mortem  r  rm  assistants. 


CREMATORIUM  AT  RANDALLS  PARK,  LEATHERHEAD. 

Probably  a  majority  of  people  now  accept  cremation  as  the  ideal 
method  of  disposing  of  the  dead  and  there  are  certainly  good  reasons  for 
supporting  it  on  tho  grounds  of  public  health.  This  new  crematorium 
which  is  well  designed  and  in  an  ideal  situation,  represents  the  addition 
of  an  essential  service  to  those  already  available  in  the  district.  It 
is  in  tho  ownership  of  tho  Wimbledon  Borough  Council  and  will  be  in  use  by 
mid-year  1961, 
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THE  PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Caro  of  Mothers.  Young  Children,  etc. 

The  provision  of  services  relating  to  the  care  of  mothers  and 
young  children,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  home  nursing,  immunisation 
and  vaccination,  ambulance  and  domestic  help  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Surrey  County  Council,  ae  local  health  authority*  Day-to-day 
administration  is  carried  on  by  the  Central  Divisional  Health  Sub- 
Committee  with  offices  at  Ashley  House,  Epsom,  under  tho  direction  of 
Dr*  P.  H*  R.  Anderson,  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer* 

Details  of  local  clinics  are  given  on  page  10* 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  and  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  whooping  cough  can  be  obtained  from  general 
practitioners  under  the  terms  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  or 
from  tho  County  Council  Glinicsr  so  also  can  vaccination  against  polio¬ 
myelitis  for  all  persons  aged  40  years  or  under*  Expectant  mothers, 
members  of  health  and  hospital  services  and  their  families  and  travellers 
abroad  are  also  eligible  for  treatment* 

B*C*G*  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  for 
children  agod  between  13  and  14  years,  and  for  all  children  who  have 
been  in  close  contact  with  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Figuros  relating  to  tho  numbers  treatod  in  these  various 
procedures  will  be  found  in  Section  6  of  this  roport* 


FAMILY  PLANNING  ASSOCIATION 

A  branch  of  tho  Family  Planning  Association  functions  in  tho 
district*  It  provides  a  weekly  clinic  at  tho  Epsom  District  Hospital 
with  the  consont  of  the  Hospital  Managonont  Committoo  and  the  Modical 
Superintendent*  Tho  medical  staff  is  appointed  by  tho  Association 
and  is  assisted  by  voluntary  workers*  Tho  work  of  tho  Association  is 
ooncernod  with  tho  teaching  of  contraception  to  married  persons,  and 
also  with  tho  investigation  of  sub-fortility  and  other  sox  problems. 

Information  has  boen  received  from  tho  Hon.  Secretary  (Mrs* 

E.M*  Hawley,  44  Copse  Edge  Avenue,  Epsom,  tol*  Epsom  2769)  of  tho  local 
branch  of  the  Association  that  2,337  visits  were  made  to  tho  clinic  in  the 
past  year,  including  416  first  visits,  and  that  postal  orders  numbered  1676* 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1946  and  1951 

In  these  Acts  powers  are  given  to  local  authorities  to  seek  a 
Court  Order  for  the  compulsory  temporary  removal  to  hospital  or  institution 
of  a  person  in  ill-health  or  in  a  senile  state  who  is  in  a  state  of 
neglect*  No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during  tho  year* 

Since  these  powers  wore  conferred  on  the  Council,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  use  then  on  one  occasion  only* 

Another  section  of  the  1948  Act  empowers  local  authorities  to 
arrange  for  the  burial  of  tho  body  of  any  person  who  dies  in  the  district 
where  such  arrangements  are  not  otherwise  being  made*  Oho  burial  was 
arrangod  under  this  section  during  tho  yoar.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  district  is  fortunate  in  its  water  supply,  which  is  abundant, 
of  good  quality  and  -widely  distributed.  The  East  Surrey  Water  Company 
is  the  statutory  undertaking  for  the  area.  It  obtains  its  water  from 
deep  wells  sunk  into  chalk,  some  of  which  are  situated  in  this  district. 
Supplies  are  softened  and  chlorinated  before  distribution,  A  caroful 
control  of  the  raw  and  treated  water  is  maintained  by  the  company,  whose 
staff  includes  a  full  tine  chemist  and  bacteriologist.  All  examinations 
of  the  treated  water  made  during  the  year  have  been  found  to  bo 
satisfactory* 

Examinations  are  also  made  at  regular  intervals  on  behalf  of 
various  local  authorities  whose  districts  are  served  by  the  company.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  two  Sewago  Disposal  Works  aro  situated  at  Loatherhoad  and 
at  Bookham*  Both  operate  by  continuous  flow  settlement,  comprising 
detritus  tanks,  primary  and  secondary  settlement  tanks,  filters,  humus 
tanks  and  storm  water  tanks. 

Extensions  to  both  these  works  were  necessary  due  to  increased 
flow  and  those  aro  now  nearly  completed.  Privision  of  a  new  Manager's 
house,  offices,  laboratory,  cantoon  and  workshops  will  bo  put  in  hand 
next  yoar. 


Sewago  sludgo  is  partially  dealt  with  at  Leathorhoad  by 
composting  with  processed  house  refuse,  the  matured  product  being  sold  to 
farmers,  ratepayers  and  merchants. 

A  scheme  is  in  hand  for  provision  of  main  drainage  for  Manor 
House  Lane,  Water  Lane  and  Lower  Road,  Little  Bookham,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  sewer  will  be  completed  early  in  1961, 

The  existing  seworage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  are  at 
present  reasonably  adequate,  but  with  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  district 
it  will  soon  bo  necessary  to  increase  the  capacity  of  main  drainage  at 
Fotchan  to  cope  with  recent  development*  The  enlargement  of  the 
Loathorhead  and  Ashtead  trunk  sewers  will  also  have  to  be  considered  in 
the  near  future  in  order  to  deal  with  increased  population,  and  the 
infiltration  of  storm  water  which  is  causing  surcharge  during  heavy 
rainfall.  The  Council  is  also  considering  further  extensions  of  the  main 
drainage,  particularly  in  the  Bookham  area,  to  serve  properties  which 
are  still  on  cesspool  drainage.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  made  by  five 
Selvoke  and  Drewry  freighters,  comprising  four  25  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft 
tippers  fitted  with  power  presses,  and  one  12  cubic  yard  side  loader  for 
trade  refuse.  All  are  fitted  with  trailers  for  waste  paper  collections. 

The  refuse  is  delivered  to  the  Refuse  Disposal  and  Composting 
Plant  at  the  Leatherhead  Sewage  Disposal  Works  where  ash  and  dust  arc 
screened  off,  bottles,  tins,  glass  and  paper  separated  and  the  tailings 
processed  and  nixed  with  sewage  sludge  and  sold  as  compost  for  agricul¬ 
ture,  The  paper  and  tins  arc  baled  mechanically  and  sold  to  merchants 
together  with  tho  other  salvageable  materials. 

The  new  mechanical  separation,  salvage  and  composting  plant  is 
completed  and  came  into  operation  in  the  Autumn  of  I960,  The  new  plant 
will  operato  to  tho  best  advantage  if  the  refuse  is  delivered  there  at 
a  controlled  rate  and  accordingly  a  reorganised  refuse  collection  system 
will  be  put  into  force  in  1961  which  will  not  only  achieve  this  but  will 
enable  more  efficient  schedules  to  bo  operated  to  cope  with  the  increased 
population. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  tho 
recruitment  of  suitable  labour  for  refuse  collection,  however,  and  the 
succoss  of  any  such  scheme  will  depend  largely  upon  the  availability  of 
men  for  the  task. 


CESSPOOLS  AND  PRIVIES 


Cesspool  emptying  is  carried  cut  by  a  firm  under  contract  to 
the  Council  to  visit  the  district  twice  a  month. 

Of  the  769  cesspools  estimated  to  exist  in  the  district,  201 
were  emptied  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  emptyings  being  491, 

The  charge  made  to  each  owner  is  30/-  per  cesspool  per  emptying, 
which  leaves  approximately  40/-  per  emptying  to  be  met  from  the  rates. 

Eight  properties  were  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year 
and  the  cesspools  formerly  in  use  filled  in. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 

Two  swimming  pools  were  in  use  during  tho  year,  tho  Council 
owned  pool  at  Fctchan  Grove  and  the  privately  owned  pool  at  Leatherhead 
Road,  Great  Bookharn*  Tho  natural  pool  at  Ashtoad  is  n.w  closed  and  the 
surrounding  site  in  course  of  development  as  a  housing  estate. 

Water  for  tho  two  pools  is  obtained  from  the  East  Surrey  Water 
Company's  mains.  When  the  baths  are  in  use  continuous  filtration, 
aeration  and  chlorination  is  the  method  of  purification  adopted,  Tho 
time  of  complete  turnover  of  water  is  10  hours  in  the  case  of  one  pool 
and  8  hours  in  tho  other.  Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  throughout  the  season  and,  with  one  exception,  satisfactory  results 
obtained.  Tests  for  residual  chlorine  were  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  tho  course  of  each  inspection.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  gives 
details  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  food* 
It  also  contains  details  of  the  work  d.ne  in  connection  with  sampling 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  of  which  the  Council  took  ever 
resp  nsibility  from  the  County  Council  in  1955# 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 
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Included  in  Table  I  are  the  incidence  and  death  rates  uf 
infectious  diseases*  Incidence  rates  are  estimated  per  1,000  population 
with  the  exception  of  the  rate  for  puerperal  pyrexia,  which  is  based 
on  1,000  live  and  still  births*  Figures  for  1959  are  reproduced  for 
purposes  of  comparison* 

Table  IV  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infecti.  us  disease 
(except  tuberculosis)  notified  during  I960,  classified  according  to 
disease,  ago  and  sox.  Table  VI  gives  similar  details  for  tuberculosis. 


SMALLPOX 


No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

During  the  year  notifications  wore  received  fr  n  medical 
practitioners  of  401  primary  vaccinatL  ns,  and  175  re-vaccinations  which 
had  been  performed  by  them.  Of  the  primary  vaccinations,  322  related 
to  children  under  the  ago  of  one  year,  equivalent  to  60/i  of  the  number 
of  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year.  The  comparable 
figure  for  1959  was  70%,  and  for  England  and  Wales  in  the  same  year  44*5%* 


SCARLET  FEVER 


Thirty-one  cases  i f  scarlet  fover  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  54  in  the  previous  year*  The  incidence  rate  was  0.87  per 
1,000  population. 


DIPHTHERIA 


For  the  thirteenth  year  in  succession  no  caso  of  diphtheria 
was  notified  in  the  district. 

Reference  to  Table  V  indicates  the  decline  which  has  taken 
place  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  since  1934* 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  aim  is  for  every  child  to  receive  a  primary  treatment  in 
its  first  year  of  life  with  reinforcing  treatment  every  3  to  4  years  up 
tc  the  end  of  school  life.  It  is  not  claimed,  even  with  such  treatment, 
that  absoluto  immunisation  will  bo  attained  by  every  child,  but  there 
is  clear  evidence  that  the  risk  of  an  untreated  child  contracting 
diphtheria  is  four  times  as  great  as  that  of  an  immunised  child,  and  that 
the  risk  of  death  is  nearly  thirty  times  as  groat. 

Although  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  Lcatherhead 
Urban  District  for  thirteen  years,  there  has  been,  during  the  past  throe 
years,  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  in  several  parts  of 
the  c  untry,  including  the  London  area*  Immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
therefore,  retains  its  importance  in  the  immunisation  pr;  gramme*  The 
treatment  can  be  combined  with  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  and  should  be  concluded  as  Scon  as  possible  after  six  months  of  age. 
Booster  doses  are  required  at  intervals  during  childhood  in  order  to 
maintain  a  high  level  of  immunity. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation  ( c-nt« ) 


Treatment  can  be  obtained  from  general  practitioners  under  the 
terms  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  or  at  the  clinics  arranged  by 
the  local  health  authority,  these  being  held  at  regular  intervals  at 
all  Infant  Welfare  Centres  serving  the  district,  of  which  details  are  set 
out  on  page  10,  Clinics  at  schools  aro  arranged  as  required  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  pupils  requiring  treatment. 

Notifications  were  received  fivn  medical  practiti  nors  and 
clinics  that  631  children  received  primary  treatment  and  628  roceivod 
reinforcing  doses,  Tho  following  figures  show  hew  the  facilities  for 
treatment  have  been  used.

At  tho  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  6 5%  of  childron 
under  the  age  of  15  years  had  been  immunised  within  tho  past  5  years 
and  were,  with  reasonable  certainty,  in  an  effective  state  of  immunity, 
A  further  29$  had  received  their  last  treatment  mere  than  5  years  ago, 
and  in  this  group  some  waning  of  immunity  may  have  occurred. 


WHOOPING  COUGH 


Twelvo  cases  cf  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  with  4 
in  the  previous  year.  The  incidence  rate  was  D.34  per  1,000  population# 
There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

Notifications  were  received  from  medical  practitioners  and 
clinics  that  583  childron  had  received  treatment  for  innunisatii  n.  In 
564  children  the  treatment  was  combined  with  immunisation  against 
diphtheria,  and  in  575  of  those  immunisation  against  tetanus  was  also 
included. 


MEASLES 


One  hundred  and  one  cases  of  measles  wore  notified  during  the 
year,  compared  with  498  in  1959,  Ni.  death  from  the  disease  was  rooordod* 
The  incidonoe  rate  was  2,84  per  1,000  population. 


ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 


No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  received. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccinati  n  against  poliomyelitis  is  now  available  for  any 
persons  wishing  to  be  treated.  The  age  limit  for  the  priority  group 
has  been  raised  to  forty  years.  Other  priority  groups  include 
expectant  mothers,  members  of  health,  hospital,  nursing  and  ambulance 
services  and  travellers  abroad,  if  proceeding  other  than  to  Europe, 
Canada  or  the  United  States  of  America*  Members  of  the  priority  groups 
can  apply  for  treatment  at  the  County  Council’s  Welfare  Clinics,  or  from 
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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  (cent.) 


their  own  doctor*  Persona  over  40  years  of  ago  wishing  to  be  vaccinated, 
and  not  a  member  of  a  priority  group,  should  consult  their  own  doctor* 

Approxaimately  620  persons  under  tho  age  of  18  years  and  730 
over  18  years  of  ago  wore  vaccinated  during  the  year*  It  is  estimated 
that  3,767  booster  doses  were  also  given.  Since  vaccination  became 
available  approximately  11,200  persons  have  been  treated. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

One  notification  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  received,  giving  an 
incidence  rate  of  1,8  per  1,000  live  and  still  births*  It  should  be  noted 
that  tho  majority  of  confinements  of  women  resident  in  the  Leathorhead  Urban 
District  takes  place  in  either  tho  Epsorf  or  Dorking  General  Hospitals* 

When  tho  notifications  recoivod  In  I960  from  these  Institutions  were 
analysed,  it  was  found  that  6  patients  had  their  permanent  residence  in  the 
Leathorhead  Urban  District,  and  the  notification  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
relating  to  “(hen  wore  received  and  accepted  by  the  local  authority  of  the 
cu?oa  in  which  tho  hospitals  wore  situated* 


FOOD  POISONING 

Of  the  4  cases  notified  2  wore  in  one  family,  the  infection  being 
caused  by  Salmonolla  Typhi-muriun*  A  third  case  was  also  caused  by  this 
organism.  In  tho  fourth  caso,  tho  causative  organism  co-uld  not  bo 
determined. 


TETANUS 


No  caso  of  tetanus  was  reported. 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus 

Six  hundred  and  eighty-five  porsuns,  tho  majority  of  whom  were 
children,  were  given  active  immunisation  against  tetanus.  In  575  cases 
tho  treatment  was  given  in  combination  with  other  prophylactics. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  tho  names  of  26  persons  wero  added  to  the 
tuberculosis  register,  and  25  woro  removed.  Details  cf  theso

Notification  of  Tuberculosis 

Eleven  primary  notifications  if  tuberculosis  wore  received 
from  nodical  practitioners  of  persons  certified  to  be  suffering  fron 
that  disease.  Those  concerned  residents  of  the  district  in  whom  the 
disease  was  recognised  for  the  first  tine.  In  Table  VI  they  are 
classified  by  sex  and  age,  and  in  Table  VII  the  number  of  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  notified  and  the  resultant  incidence  rates  since  1934* 
have  boon  tabulated.  The  figures  illustrate  the  improvement  in 
outlook  which  has  takon  place  in  regard  to  this  disease. 

Table  VII  illustrates  the  trend  which  the  mortality  figuros 
for  tuberculosis  have  assumed  since  1934*  The  figures  reflect  the 
improvement  which  has  takon  place  in  the  methods  of  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  by  streptomycin,  para-aninir-saliecyclic  acid  and  isoniazid, 
Infectivity  as  woll  as  mortality  is  reduced  by  these  agents.  If 
everyone  with  persistont  respiratory  symptoms  took  advantage  of  tho 
existing  facilities  fur  ohost  radiography  the  number  of  infected  persons 
at  large  in  the  community  in  a  condition  dangerous  to  other  people  would 
be  rapidly  reduced.  The  benefit  of  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  wr uld 
be  apparent  at  once  to  tho  patient  by  tho  improvement  in  his  health,  and 
to  tho  community  by  the  reduction  of  tho  number  of  new  cases  resulting 
from  the  curtailment  of  his  period  of  infectivity, 

B,0,G,  Vaccination 

This  treatment  is  available  at  Chest  Clinics  to  contacts  in 
tho  family  of  tuberculous  persons,  if  preliminary  testing  shows  that 
they  have  not  already  boon  infected.  It  has  also  been  offered  to 
children  approaching  school  leaving  ago.  The  treatment  in  schools  is 
carried  out  by  tho  staff  of  tho  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  who  has 
provided  the  following  information  relating  to  tho  work  done  in  local 
scho  Is  in  I960, 

Communications  wero  sent  to  tho  parents  of  schoolchildren 
ascertained  to  be  in  tho  age  group  Concerned,  with  the  following  results 

Number  offered  treatment  592 

Number  consenting  399  (equivalent  to  67,4%) 

Number  vaccinated  345  (equivalent  to  58,3%) 

Of  the  total  399  children  for  whom  consents  wore  obtained,  31 
failed  to  attend  tho  clinics  for  the  purpose  of  testing  or  treating. 
Twenty-three  woro  found  tc  bo  positive  to  tho  preliminary  Mantoux  test 
and  woro  therefore  excluded  from  subsequent  treatment. 


EPSOM.  LEATHERHEAD  AND  DISTRICT  CARE  COMMITTEE 

The  Epsom,  Leatherhcad  and  District  Tuberculosis  Caro  Committee 
has  continued  its  work  with  onorgy  during  the  year  under  tho  Chairman¬ 
ship  of  Alderman  Mrs,  A,  Winter,  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  is 
Miss  M,  Wright,  who  is  alsi  the  Surrey  County  Council’s  Care  Almoner  in 
the  area,  and  the  Treasurer  is  Mr,  T.  L,  Flanagan,  of  the  Epson  Branch 
of  the  Westminster  Bank,  Members  of  the  Committee  include  representatives 
of  the  Leatherhcad  Urban  District  Council,  Epsom  and  Ewell  Borough  Council, 
Associations  and  Societies  interested  in  social  welfare  and  officers 
engaged  in  work  connected  with  health,  welfare  and  relief.  Thus  the 
Committee  is  in  a  good  position  to  help  solve  the  special  problems  of  tho 
tuberculous  person  and  the  household  tu  which  he  belongs,  and  much  valuable 
work  has  been  done. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


Information  has  been  received  fron  the  Medical  Director  of 
the  Mass  Radiography  Service  that  during  the  year  a  unit  visitod 
industrial  concerns  in  the  district  and  831  persons  woro  X-rayed* 

Ho  significant  abnumalitios  were  detected  among  those  examined*  A 
unit  also  visitod  Ashtead  and  815  nembors  of  the  general  public 
presented  themselves  for  examination*  One  case  of  cancer  of  the  lung 
was  detected# 

Anothor  unit  attonds  at  B cokhan  at  fortnightly  intervals, 
setting  up  in  the  Old  Crown  Car  Park  on  tho  first  and  third  Wednesdays 
of  each  month  from  2,45  p*n.  to  3*30  p,n*  This  scheme  is  intended 
to  encourage  tho  X-ray  examination  of  patients  attending  their  doctors 
for  symptoms  referable  to  diseases  of  the  chest.  Thirty-five  persons 
were  referred  to  this  unit.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  tho  following  report  for  the  year  I960* 

In  compliance  with  an  Order  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  the  Council,  in 
August,  I960,  submitted  to  the  Minister  a  report  cn  the  slaughtering 
facilities  of  the  area,  which  stated  that  the  district  was  mainly  served 
by  slaughterhouses  outside,  that  facilities  were  considered  adequato,  and 
that  no  proposal  to  establish  a  new  slaughterhouse  within  tho  district 
had  been  made  either  by  tho  Council  or  by  private  enterprise.  The  MLnistor 
approved  this  report  in  December,  I960,  and  expressed  his  intention  to  make 
Orders  bringing  tho  new  construction  regulations  into  operation  in  respect 
of  this  district  on  the  1st  Oct'  bor,  1961,  These  regulations  arc  designed 
to  secure  more  humane  conditions  for  the  animals,  and  more  hygienic 
conditions  for  the  processes  of  meat  production,  and  should  bo  welcomo  for 
those  reasons. 

Also  to  be  welcomed  is  tho  now  approach  to  control  of  caravan  sitos 
contained  in  tho  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  which 
came  into  operation  on  the  29th  August,  i960.  It  seeks  to  close  the  loop¬ 
holes  whereby  caravan  sites  could  be  established  in  unsuitable  places  almost 
overnight,  while  giving  to  the  bona  fide  site  operator  a  reasonable  period 
of  operation  in  return  for  compliance  with  good  planning,  public  health  and 
amenity  standards.  There  is,  unfortunately,  still  a  proven  need  for  sites 
for  permanent  residential  caravans,  but  as  only  land  suitable  for 
residential  development  is  likoly  to  bo  approved  as  a  site  for  caravans  and 
such  land  in  this  district  is  already  scarce,  it  is  improbable  that  this 
district  can  help  in  satisfying  that  need, 

Tho  first  attempt  at  controlling  noise  and  vibration  on  a  national 
basis  was  introduced  by  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960,  which  came  into 
operation  on  tho  27th  November,  I960,  and  adds  n  iso  or  vibration  which  is 
a  nuisance  to  tho  list  of  statutory  nuisances  contained  in  tho  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  The  act  contains  exemptions  for  aircraft  and  statutory  under¬ 
takings,  and  limitations  for  trades  and  businesses,  and  judgement  on  its 
effectiveness  must  wait  upon  experience  of  its  operation, 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  work  of  all 
members  of  my  staff,  and  of  the  kind  assistance  given  me  by  tho  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  other  Chief  Officers,  and  the  members  of  the  Council,
